WASHINGTON, Match 15—A wind and 
rain storm of a severity unparalleled in 
recent years has been sweeping across 
the South Aflantic Coast States since 
early. this morning, leaving behind Jt a 
path of wrecked buildings, bridgés torn 
from. their foundations, uprooted téle- 
phone and telegraph poles, and, in sey- 
eral instances, death. 


« Five persons were killed’ outright in 


Headland, a few miles below Troy, Ale., 
two others were hurt mortally and four 
or five were injured. In Spartanburg, N; 
-C., two, persons were killed and two. lost 
their lives in Raleigh, N. C. So far no 
Other deaths have been reported; but 
there are many towns over -which the 


. ' Storm passed which have been cut-off 
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from communication by telegraph or tele- 
Phone. Rafiroad- traffic had been para- 
lyzed bythe carrying away of bridges 
and by landslides and flodds. 

At Greensboro, N. C., two bridges werd 
carried away. In Raleigh trains were 
wrecked, and a pdwer plant destroyed. 
Rivers and ¢feeks in the Piedmont sec- 
tion of thé State have overflowed their 
banks, causing “washouts on the railroads 
and great damage to property. 

At. Farmburg, Va.,. three houses were 
blown down. The City of Petersburg was 
flooded and trolléy traffic was suspend- 
ed, \the streets being turned into minia- 
ture rivers. 

Reports of the ravages of the storm 
réached, here from as Yar south as Sa- 
Vannah, and es far north as Con- 
nécticut, Bayvannah camé news

In Newspaper Work Not Open 
to Feminine Students. 


The Pulitzer School of Journalism 
at Columbia University will not be 
open to feminine students. Dr A 
Jones, Chairman of the Comittee of Ad- 
missions at Columbia, said yesterday 
that the administrative and advisory 
boards of the University have decided 
that girls are not to be allowed to 
énter..the néw school. This, he. ex- 
plained, was @one on the general 
theory that Columbia University is not 
co-educational. There is no provision 
in Mr. Pulitzer’s will to this effect and 
there is some disappointment ih Barn- 
ard College over the decision. 

Dr. Jones said that girl .students 
might not even enter the class-room 
and receive the benefit of the instruc- 
tion. According to an agreement 
entered into Jan. 19,1900, most of the 
courses in. Columblia-are open to the 
students of Barnard and all degrees aré 
conferred by Columbia. It has been 
the hope ‘of many that some arrange- 
ment might be made te enter girl 
students in the School of Journalism.

Istrike Here April 4 Threatened 
if No Concessions Are 
“Made to Employes. 


WORKERS’ DEATH LIST CITED 


Owners Hasten to Answer This Ap- 
peal to Public Sympathy by Tell- 
Ing of Precautions In Force. 


The committee of the United Mine 
Workers of America replied yesterday to 
the refugal of the coal operators to grant 
thelr demands for more pay and a full 
Tecognition of their union by insisting 
that their demands be met and declining 
to listen to a suggestion that the. con- 
tract under which they are working be 
renewed for another three years. 

The face of the situation last night 
seemed to indicate that the 190,000 mem 
émiployed in the anthracite fields would 
be called out on strike on April 1, end 
that possibly the men at work in the 
bituminous fiéida, to the number of more 
than 800,000, would also go out. 

So ‘far the three meetings between the 
coal opérators and the mine workers have 
beem unproductive of anything save defi- 
nite refusals to make concessions. John 
P. White, President of the mine work- 
ers’ association; said last night that his 
committee would hold a meeting this 
morning ahd decide whether a statement 
would be issued to the public, and that 
after that he would start for Indlamapo- 
lis, while the other ommittesmen would 
journey to their homes. 

“Then the matter is all over,” he was 
asked, “so far as any further efforts 
May be made to effect an agreement?” 

“It is all over so far as we are con- 
concerned,” he replied. “If the owners 
vent to,confer with us again, we will 

be giad te Meet them. But it will not be 
possible for. us to surrender any of the 
demands we have made.”’ 

“ Then if the operators are of the same 
mind there will be a strike?’’ 

“I. shall not discuss that,’ Mr. White 
replied. ‘*‘ We have asked for certain 
things from the operators, and they have 
refused to give them to us.. At the con- 
ference to-day we had no chance to say 
anything. ._ After our statement was read 
the conference broke up.”

HEARD THE NEWS AT SEA 


Tale of a Girl Reporter Who Went 
to the Connaught Dinner 
as a Guest.

LONDON, March 15.—Ambassador 
Reid, who.since his arrival from New 
York-two weeks ago has been confined 
to the house by a troublesome attack of 
bronchitis, went to the embassy offices 
in ‘Victoria Street for the first time to- 
day. 

During the morning the correspond- 
ent for THz New York Times saw Mr. 
Reid, who looked rather worn and 
scarcely fit to resumé his onerous du- 
ties.. However, the correspondent un- 
derstands that the Ambassador's doc-~- 
tors find it extremely difficult to keep 
him indoors, so great is his anxiety to 
get to work again. 

Mr.. Reid said he had enjoyed his 
American vacation extremely, only that 
he had to work harder than he does 
here to get a little rest. His iliness had 
| put him out of touch with events here 
somewhat, but he said one thing struck 
him rather. forcibly, and that was the 
apathy shown by the public over the 
condition of public afairs. 

“There have been five or six events 
recently,” said the Ambassador, “ any 
one.\of which twenty years ago would 
have provided sensation enough to last 
many days. Take the coal strike, for 
instance. Despite the efforts of : the 
press to work up interest in it, the pub- 
lic.seems to regard it with utter indif- 
ference, although one might detect 
certain ‘air’ of em T Have) ina 
been trying to rétall conditions ‘in Patin to 
as described in history just previous yo | > 
the overthrow of thé Government, and 
as far @a I can femember a. similar 
state of apathy existed there. I think 
there is no doubt that conditions here 
are grave, and they are being made 
worse. by intertwining the industrial 
and political situations.”

It is located at the corner 
of 178th Street and Broadway, ina dis-

The cafe itself became ished in 
& one-story structure known..as “a tax 
payer,” with apartment houses abutting 
On the south and east. : 

Last night nobody slept. in elther of 
these apartment houses and.the night 
before the condition was even Wworse,. At 
first tenants in the ——— houses 
heard only the squeaking of a violin. 
Then they were aroused at night by the 
thumping of a piano. The pear after 
a little while became much fouder, and 
it was found that the front and top of 
the wooden case had been remov in 
order to allow the ragtime singers :to 
have a noise accompaniment. ' : 

The first singer to come was a man 
who tore the “Gaby Glide” rag'to pieces 
every few minutes up to 1A. M. Then 
came & woman, and they formed a duet. 
Finally-a chorus was added and that 
was where the tenants began to revolt. 

At,;eleven o'clock that night a tenant 
on the second floor of the apartment 
house south .of the restaurant heard a 
ringing at his door béll. On respondi 
he found tenants from other parts ‘ot 
the building demanding admission. They 
Said his windows gave good range on 
the restaurant windows and they. had 
Some bottles and shoes.and things they 
simply felt they must throw to relieve 
their feelings. 

A bottle was hurled, but it broke 
against an iron grating and didn’t smash 
the window. The tenants shouted and 
the only man to respond was the French 
chef In the kitchen, who merely laughed 
at them. 1 
ey threatened to cali the police, but 
that only made the French chef laugh 
again. Then one of the tenats went out 
to get a policeman. He came back and 
reported to the others that after much 
searching he had found a_ policeman 
Standing within the storm doors of the 
corner saloon, which is part of the cab- 
aret cafe. The policeman had told him: 
he said, that the police:could do nothing 
about a noise complaint—that this mat- 
ter was up to the Health Department. 

A telephone ‘appeal was made to Police 

Headquarters. The man’ there listened 
only long ‘enough to learn the address 
and then switched on the station house 
at 569 West 150th Street, where Capt, 
Kreuscher is in charge. 
Certainly the Captain. would stop the 
noise in’ the café at 178th Street and 
Broadway—the Avon Café. The police 
Tule about loud and unusual noises would 
govern, the Lieutenant said, 
For ninety minutes after the appeal to 
the police station the tenants lMstened to 
furious attacks in ragtime with slam 
bang: accompaniment: Then 1. o'clock 
Came, and they thought it would bring 
relief. 

But in this‘ they: found themselves in 
error. The windows were shut and 
then the piano started up again, and with 
ityceame the shrieking of the violin. It was 
too much of a strain for many nerves. 
Empty milk bottles in profusion, the glass 
tops of water bottles, jam bottles, and 
tin cans were huried down at the café 
windows. The irom network on the out- 
side prevented any = discomfort to .those 
within. 

A committee of tenants went to see 
Thomas D.. McCarthy, Secretary of Su- 
preme Court Justice Gerard, who, as 
receiver, is in charge of one of the af- 
fected apartment houses. 

Mr. McCarthy had a copy of a letter 
written a week ago to the Health De- 
partment, which he understood had juris- 
diction. He also told of a personal visit 
to the precinct police station. 

The committee of tenants then made the 
rounds of all the city departments that 
might have jurisdiction. They found that 
the general evasion of responsibility fol- 
lowing the Asch Building fire was very 
similar to the side-stepping they en- 
countered in this case 

At the Mayor’s Bureau of Licenses they 


«| were told that the cabaret show was not 


@ common show within the meaning of 
the law, which they must license. The 
Mayor's bureau thought the police were 
in charge. At Police Headquarters Sec- 
retary Sheehan, for Commissioner Waldo, 
explained that the police could not pos- 
sibly act, since the café held a license, 
and all matters of noises were in charge 
of the Health Department.

It was that 
where a licensed saloon runs a saloon 
with music, the Health Department has 
agreed with the Excise Department not 
to) close oné part of the entertainment 
earlier than the rest. 

The Health Department sent the com- 
mittee on ‘to the Excise Department. 
There the official in charge merely said: 
“Our sole business is to issue certificates. 
We have nothing to do with noise com- 
plaints. .Go and see the Health Depart- 
ment and the police, or go to Albany and 
see the Commissioner.”’ % 

The angry tenants, to the number of 
a@. score or more, have declared their in- 
tention to,-abandon the two apartment 
houses affected unless they learn some 
city department.‘s willing to assume 
jurisdiction. They talked last night of 
reciting thelr complaint in a petition to 
the ‘Mayor. :

February Mortality a Point Below 
Record for That Month tn 1911, 


The city’s death rate decreased one full 
point a thousand in February, accordiag 
to a repoft.on vital statistics just issued 
by the Department of Health. The num- 
ber of deaths récorded if February’ was 
6,548, a death rate of 15.94 for each thou- 
gand, as compared with 6,470 deaths in 
the same month in 1911, and a rate at 
that time of 16.04 per thousand. There 
was a total. lessened mortality of 431 
pergons in the month. ‘Moreover, there 
were 11,008 births in February, an in- 
crease of 287 over the same month in 
1911. Of the deaths, 9 were of non- 
residents, and if these be deducted the 
total number of deaths would give a 
death rate of only 15.70-a@ 1,000 for the 


entire city.

“No modern skyscraper, even one of 
modest proportions, could be bullt with 
wooden beams, but any modern sky- 
scraper can be trimmed in wood and 
the fire risk not accentuated a particle 
if the building {s otherwise properly 
built,” says The New York Lumber 
Trade Journal in its current issue. 

“The Equitable Building burned not be- 
cause of wood burning or steel buckling, 
but because’ it had improper elevator 
equipment. The fire in-the Capitol at Al- 
bany started in the elevator, and so with 
countless others, and wherever it starts 
it follows the élevator as'the path of 
least’ resistance; and until this ts all 
changed so as to make it impossible, no 
building will be fireproof or absolutely 
safe. 

“In. the first place; eéevery elevator 
should run in Its own shaft, which shaft 


should. be of fireproof construction and 
practically air tight, and so strong<that 
should an elevator drop it would be 
stopped by the air cushion created by 
its Own momentum. 

“No two elevators should run tn the 
same shaft, :As it is now, as many as 
two, and even up to ten or twelve, some- 
times run side by side fn one large, open 
shaft, and these shafts connect with 
every floor in anything but an air-tight

INQUIRY INTO BROKEN RAIL. 


Chemical Analysis to be Made of One 
That Wrecked the 20th Century. 


An investigation of the breaking of the 
rail which caused the wreck of. the 
Twentieth Century Limited at Hyde 
Park on Wednesday was begun yester- 
day in the office of the General Manager 
of the New- York Central lines at the 
Grafid Central.

Compengation bill was introduced to-day 
by Senator Wainwright and Assemblyman 


Phillips. It is similar to the act which 
was passed two years ago compelling em- 
ployers in dd@ngerotis trades to. comply 
with its provisions. This act was declared 
to be unconstitutional, and by making 
compliance permissive in the new. measure 
it is declared that the constitutional ob- 
jection is removed.
